DELAYED clsPATGHES. 



Eui'ODG. 

London, Sopl. 9.- The "Pall Mull 
G.izette"'pul)lisbes the following from 
its Copenhagen correspondent, Sept. 
Gth : The harvest in now over. Almost 
everywhere throughout Denmark the 
quality and quantity will be greatly 
above the avorage. There will be a 
large surplus of Danish wheat for ex- 
portation. Information from Sweden 
in regard to tho crops is also very fa- 
vorable. 

Belgrade, Sept. 10. — The formal 
opening of the Servian Skupdehin t 
took place to-day. Prince .Milan, m 
his speech, referred, but iu intb Lhiite 
language, to the troubles in Djsiici 
and Horsegovina. He said he n lied 
on his people's support as a serious 
task was imposed by the grave crisis. 

London, Sept. 10. — The body of the 
mate of the yacht Mistletoe buving 
been recovered, an inquest was held 
and a verdict was returned of acciden- 
tal death; that there was an error of 
judgment on the part of the ollicers of 
the royal yacht Alberta; and they fur- 
ther express tho opinion that a slower 
rate of speed and a moro efficient look- 
out would be conducive to public safe- 
ty- 

" Paris, Sept. 10. — "Lo Soir" reports 
that the Duke de Cazes, minister of 
foreign affairs, had a secret interview 
with Prince GortschakofT on the 8th 
hist., at Interlachen. Tho prince 
has since arrived at Yevey t<> meet 
Thiers. 

A special to the "Times' 1 says Col. 
Duncan reports the king of Burundi 
received him courteously. 

Rome, Sept. N.— His Holiness re- 
ceived Cardinal McCloskey this even- 
ing. Tho rector of the American Col- 
lege and cardinato secretary accom- 
panied him. Two oaTdinals ami sev- 
eral prelates greeted him al tho Hill 
of the Throne, and he was immediate- 
ly ushered into the presence of tho 
pope, who rose and embrace. I him. 
They remained together half an hour. 
On leaving the Vatican the Cardinal 
was again complimented by the pre- 
lates. The date for the consistory is 
tho 24th inst., instead of the 9th. 

During the interview the Pope ask- 
ed Cardinal McCloskey many ques- 
tions about tho church ill America.
